A Washington, D. C., special says: 


The situation as summed up*at the In- 
dian Department is about *as follows: 
There are in all about 20,000 Sioux 
Indians, men, women and children, on 
the Northern reservations. 
Of this 


number 16,500 are accounted for, as 
they are living on the reservations in 
peace and not taking any part in the 
present disturbance. This leaves about 
3500 men, women and children to 
face the earthworks, the howitzers and 
the Sooo men now under the command 
of General Miles. The honfle camp 
is located about 17 miles north of the 
agency, and the cordon of troops sur- 
round the hostile camp, with the ex- 
ception of the south side, the object 
being to drive the Indians into the 
reservation. 
There is constant com- 


munication between the hostile camp 
and the agency. The hostile are well 
supplied with beef, but they have EO 
sugar or coffee, except as they are sup- 
plied by the '•fritndlies," as the reser- 
vation Indians are called. 
While the 


situation is regarded as a hopeless one 
for the Indians, yet is believed that 
they have no intention of surrendering. 
When the hopelessness of the situation 
of the Indians in fighting against sach 
odds is pointed out, the only explana- 
tion vouchsafed is, "The Indians are 
crazy." From reports received at th« 
Interior Department, the situation is 
believed to be tense, and the people at 
the agencies are very much disturbed.

10,000 employes of the furnace own- 
ers will be idle and at least half that 
number of coke-workers in the Con- 
nellsville region will be thrown out of 
work.

average of £5 per ton during the past 
year and that they cannot continue to 
make iron in competition with the fur- 
naces of the South unless there is a 
corresponding reduction in the price 
of coke and in the freight rates.

There are in all about 20,000 Sioux 
Indians, men, women and children, on 
the Northern reservations.

they are living on the reservations in 
peace and not taking any part in the 
present disturbance. This leaves about 
3500 men, women and children to 
face the earthworks, the howitzers and 
the 8000 men now under the command 
of General Miles. 
The ho^tUe camp 
is located about 17 miles north of the 
agency, and the cordon of troops sur- 
round the hostile camp, with the ex- 
ception of the south side, the object 
being to drive the Indians into the 
reservation. 
There is constant com- 
munication between the hostile camp 
and the agency. 
The hostile are well 
supplied with beef, but they have no 
sugar or coffee, except as they are sup- 
plied by the «»friendlies," as the reser- 
vation Indians are called. 
While the 
situation is regarded as a hopeless one 
for the Indians, yet is believed 
that 
they have no intention of surrendering. 
When the hopelessness of the situation 
of the Indians in fighting against such 
odds is pointed out, the only explana- 
tion vouchsafed is, «*The Indians are 
crazy," 
From reports received at th« 
Interior Depariment, the situation is 
believed to be tense, and the people at 
the agencies are very much disturbed.

Officers who were cadets at West Point 


shortly after the close of the war will no 
doubt remember one of their number, 
whose Indian blood attracted the atten- 
tion of all with whom he camp into con- 
tact.

north of where the town of Globe now 
is. These Indians were always known to 
pay for their purchasers with 
"free 


gold."' and the tradesmen were always 
known to underweigh the gold, until on 
one occasion an altercation arose between 
the leader of the Indians and the trader, 
which was settled by taking the gold to 
the assay office, where the leader showed 
an excellent knowledge of chemistry and 
mineralogy.

THE LOST GOLD MINE. 


• 


Officers who were cadets at West Point 
shortly after the close of the war will no 
doubt remember one of their number, 
whose Indian blood attracted tho atten- 
tion of all with whom he camp into con- 
tact. 
He was not bright, but had a 
maguificent 
physique, 
and 
finally 
* »scraped" through the different examin- 
ations until he was graduated and as- 
signed to one of the colored regiments 
then serving in the Southwest. 
His 
father was "a '*squaw man" among the 
Sioux, and it may be presumed that the 
young officer never saw him after becom- 
ing a cadet. 
The enforced idleness of 
garrison life was too much for the young 
Lieutenant, who rapidly became intimate 
with the worst element of the post; took 
more interest in draw poker than his drill, 
until he came to his senses with four or 
five months' pay accounts '*shoved up" 
at the post trader's. 
Soon after this he 
disappeared so completely that no trace 
was found of liim for years; ho was 
dropped from the rolls of the army, after 
three months' absence, as a deserter, and 
the post trader charged up his set of pay 
vouchers to profit and loss. 


The important towns of Arizona at 
that period were nothing more than 
stage stations. 
Phosnix, now with 15,- 
000 inhabitants, had only 200 or 300 
people, who every night took all pre- 
cautions against surprise from the rov- 
ing bands of hostile White Mountain 
Apaches. 
The Southern Pacific Railway 
survey stakes had not yet been planted, 
and the few isolated, distant army posts 
lent but little aid to the early settlers. 
Mineral wealth was known to be in all 
the mountains north of the Gila River, 
but ti» e mines of the Tombstone and 
Bisbee districts had never been dreamed 
of, and if they had been known to exist, 
no prospector would have dared to 
venture many miles south of Tucson. 
The northern ccTuntry was completely 
closed throuiih fear of the Apaches. The 
many old Mexican families living in 
Tucson had preserved legends of the 
Spanish mines of the north, and many 
letters are still extant describing the 
arrival in the plaza of the town of so and 
so many mules loaded with gold and 
silver bullion from the mines. 


The reorganization of the army took 
place; ofiicers were transferred,and some 
of the older men of the regiment re» 
ferring to found themselves stationed at 
Lowell, only seven miles from Tucson. 
Being the only city of any size in the 
Territory, It was the centre of trade for 
Arizona, the southern portion of Nevada 
and California, and all of New Mexico 
west of Santa Fe. 
All cattlemen and 
miners and peaceful Indians came there 
to spend their savings, and Tucson then, 
•with her hauling trade, was a far busier 
place than to-day. 


Among the Indians from the North 
who came down to buy Avas a band of 
"White Mountain Apaches from Coon 
Creek, a small mountain stream which 
flows into tho Salt River a few miles 
north of wiiere the town of Globe now 
is. These Indians were always known to 
pay for their purchiisers with "free 
gold," and the tradesmen were always 
known to underweigh tho gold, until on 
one occasion an altercation arose between 
the leader of the Indians and tho trader, 
which was settled by taking the gold to 
the assay oHice, where the leader showed 
au excellent knowledge of chemistry and 
mineralogy. 
The army relied upon the 
the town for social needs, and in the 
course of time the curious fact of an In- 
dian knowing chemistry became known 
at Fort Lowell. 


Tho Coon Creek Indians were enemies 
of the Papagoes, who lived to tho west 
of Tucson, where they spent a quiet life 
irrigating their lands and suppl^'ing the 
town with vegetables, and when the 
Northern Indians had made their pur- 
chases they mounted their animals to 
raid through the Pupago country, run- 
ning olf all the stock they could lay their 
hands on. 
The army was finally called 
upon to protect the puaceable Papagoes, 
who were no match for their warlike 
persecutors. 
For two years the Coon 
Creek Indians outwitted their pursuers, 
owing to the ability of their leader, and 
as the incursions into Papago territory 
ceased, the troops returned to their posts 
and the fugitive Indians to their old 
haunts, again to visit Tucson, bringing 
their »'free gold.'' 
Tho '•free gold" 
story was common talk among all the 
prosjjectors and miners of the Territory, 
but none dared to venture near Coon 
Creek, and the members of tho baud 
were so discreut that no intimation of the 
ajjproximate location of the mine was 
ever worked out of them. 
Many small 
parties were organized to push up into 
the »Superstition Mountain Cuuntrjf, m ' point as a centre. 
It hud been agreed 


it was called, but their nerve generally 
gave out after crossing Tonto Creek, 
which flows down the east side of the 
mountams. 


Army officers were as much excited as 
others, and those who would have '*cut" 
the young Indian Lieutenant before were 
now endeavoring to please him, after 
finding him as leader of the Coon Creek 
band, and, more than that, probably 
owner of the mine. 
This former * »dis- 
grace" was now a welcome guest, but he, 
toD, had learned to be discreet, and he 
never divulged the secret. 
Shortly after 
this he unfortunately was killed in a 
Papago raid, but his secret was passed to 
soms other member of tho band. 


The story of a mine giving gold nug- 
gets of two and flxree pounds traveled to 
Sauta Fe, and a young physician of Al- 
buquerque locked up ins surgical instru- 
ments, became a prospector and set out 
on his mule for Arizona. 
Though dis- 
suaded by nearly everybody, he took the 
route through Phoenix to Port McDowell, 
then to Old Camp Reno, across Tonto 
Basin, to a point on the Sierra Ancha 
Mountains in sight of 
Jerked Beef 
Butte." 
This strangely shaped mountain 
was supposed, by all those familiar with 
Mexicaii traditions, to be the centre of a 
mining district, and as it was near Coon 
Creek the doctor struck straight for it. 
The mountain is on the south side of Salt 
River, and rises straight out of the plain 
to a height of 400 or 500 feet, having a 
flat circular top of about lour acrcs in 
area. 
It derives its appropriate name 
from a queer circuras:ance which oc- 
curred not many years ago while the 
United States troops were at war with the 
Tonto Apaches. 
A large herd of In- 
dian cattle were secured by the troops, 
and as it was impossible to drive them 
back to the post the commander of the 
expedition, rather than have the cattle 
fall into the hands of the Indians, drove 
them up onto the top of the mountain, 
where he had them shot down, hoping 
that the hot sun would render them un- 
fit to eat in a few hours. 
After this 
wholesale slaugiiter had been accom- 
plished the troops marched away, and 
the Tontos, who had watched tho pro- 
ceedings from the surrounding hills, re- 
turned to make the best out of their 
loss; and hence the designation 
Jerked 
Beef Butte." 


Not far from this butte our adventur- 
ous young doctor was made captive by 
the Indians, who at first regarded him 
as crazy to have ventured into such dan- 
ger and he would surely have been im- 
mediately 
put 
to 
death 
by 
them when he explained that the object 
of his visit was to discover the mine had 
it not been for tht fact that one of their 
number had a few hours before suffered 
a compound fracture of the leg and they 
needed the physician to attend him. 
He was taken to their camp, where he 
proceeded to help the sufferer, and he 
was assured that unless a complete cure 
was eifected he would forfeit his life> 
The physician afterward said that he had 
never before thrown his heart and soul 
into a case as he did with Ihis poor In- 
dian. 
The sick man recovered; the In- 
dians kept their promise not to kill the 
doctor, and were so grateful that at Ixis 
request they promised to show him the 
mine sought. 


Early one morning he was blinfoldod 
and placed on a mule With his face to- 
ward the tail, in order to confuse him as 
much as pos*-J?.e with reference to the 
direction taken; after which, in this po- 
sition, he was led over mountain trails, 
across streams and ravines unti* lundown 
when after some preparation hiv bandage 
was removed from his eyes, and he was 
permitted to see a most wonderful out- 
cropping of gold quartz and nuggets. 
He was permitted to assure himself that 
it was a true fissure, lut was not allowed 
to wander from the spot to get his bear- 
ings, After selecting some fine specimens 
of *»free gold," and ore enough to con- 
vince any mining 
''expert" of 
the 
immense richness of the main body of 
rock, he was again blindfolded and con- 
ducted as before to Tonto Basin. 
The 
time occupied in his ride to the Basin he 
judged as having been thirty-six hours, 
because he spent one night in the sf,ddle, 
but he was unable to judge of his round- 
about course. 
He was kindly treated by 
the Indians, whj dismissed him with the 
injunction not to return under penalty of 
death. 


The doctor brought back his Arabian 
Nights tale, though he fortified it with 
his s[)ecimens, but he had had enough 
personal mining experience in tho Su- 
perstition Mountains and settled down 
as a practicing physician in Tucson, 
ilany hardy 
frontiersmen 
who had 
heard his story combined together to 
form a party of at least u hundred 
strong, enough to overcome any band of 
of hostiles who should oppose their ex- 
plorations, 
This 
determined 
crowd 
traveled due north from Tucson, cross- 
ing the Gila River, Pinal Creek and the 
Salt River, until they drew in sight of 


Jerked Beef Butte," after which they 
carefully trailed their way to the point 
where the physician had 
instructed 
them to go. Accustomed to all tho ar- 
titices 
of 
Indian 
warfare, 
these 
men attacked and destroyed an Indian 
camp on Pinal Creek, which was the 
remnant of the Coon Creek tribe. Among 
those who escaped death and was cap- 
tured was a middle-aged squaw who at 
the time was not suspected of having 
any knowledge of tho 
mine, though 
among the dead bucks' blankets were 
found mauY small nuggets of gold. 


Arriving at a certain unmistakable hill 
on the trail, now known as ''Seven Mill 
Hill," the baud halted iind determined to 
scout in the form of a circle with that 


that whoever should discover tho mine 
would divide with the others. 
Among 
these men were two Californians, named 
Johnson and Swift, who prospected to- 
gether. 
They left the main party and 
are supposed to have found the identical 
treasure of tho West Pointer. 
They de- 
serted thoir companions after duo loca- 
tion and concealment of their '*find," 
and went to the town of Phoenix to re- 
cord their '»location," where they made 
a confidant of a man named Shaw, who 
afterward became Mayor of the town. 
Owing to some irregularity in their **lo- 
cation" they were adviscvi to return to 
their mine to pcrfect the preliminary 
steps to acquiring the title. In tho mean- 
time their companions had searched the 
ground carefully but with no favorable 
result; had gone home, disbanded, and 
given Jonson and Swift up as lost. 
As 
soon as these two got a little mining out- 
fit together they passed through Fort 
McDowell, on the Verde River, en route 
to their mine. 
On Tonto Creek thoy 
metBIajor H. R. Brown, who had just 
returned from a scout through the coun- 
try of their destination. 
They told him 
ot their wonderful discovery and said that 
while they had seen enough gold in sight 
to make fifteen men rich, they did not 
think there was enough for a hundred, 
so they had kept the property for them- 
selves. 
They were warned of the dan- 
gerous risk they were running in going 
into ihe Tonto country, but the stake was 
too great for any danger to deter them. 
The last seen of these two men alive was 
as their small train of mules disappeared 
over the summit of *'The Devil's Jump- 
Off," where the trail from Tonto Basin 
reaches the Prieto plateau. 


In the few succeeding years no at- 
tempts were made to prospect for the 
mine; the Indians were too bad and had 
encroached even into Tonto Basin. Ma- 
jor Shaw only a few years ago had some 
of the marvelously rich ore specimens 
still in his possession, and had many 
times to tell to strangers the story of the 
lost Johnson 
JVIine. 
Knowing 
the 
country thoroughly in the vicinity of the 
Butte, and having heard the story of the 
lost mine, I determined to make a secret 
effort to discover it. 
In the southwest- 
ern portion of the Territory I had my- 
self found old and abandoned '«work- 
ings" of the early Spaniards, and had 
carefully studied their manner of con- 
cealing their shafts when forced to aban- 
don them temporarily during troubles 
with the Apaches. 
Having business at' 
the San Carlos Agency, while thero I 
chanced 
to 
find 
the 
squaw 
who 
had not been 
killed, 
but 
I 
could 
never have recognized her from her de- 
scription. 
When captured she was mid- 
dle-aged, but plump and comely. 
She 
had passed to another tribe, and owing 
to her persistent refusal to give the loca- 
tion of the mine, which had caused her 
such sorrow and misery, she was subject- 
ed to all manner of abuse and hardships 
' until she sank to the position of a kitchen 
drudge in an Indian camp and in appear- 
ance was a wrinkled old hag. 


I approached her diplomatically on the 
subject of the Coon Creek region and 
found her familiar with every foot of it. 
Referring to Johnson and Swift her 
memory was distinct. 
She described 
them and their outfit and the manner of 
their death. 
She was with her adopted 
tribe starving in the mountains during 
an unusually severe winter, during which 
the troops had been in hot pursuit of 
them, when early one morning they 
espied the two miners wending their .way 
up the trail. 
The Indians did not wish 
to kill the men, but they needed the 
mules' meat to satisfy their craving stom- 
achs. 
An ambuscade was prepared, and 
the two men were shot dead without 
knowing that any danger was near. The 
outfit was divided, the two corpses re- 
moved from the trail, and one mule 
killed in the firing furnished plenty of 
food for an all night feast. While listen- 
ing to her tale I knew that if I could find 
the scene of the murder I would be on 
the right trail to the mine, unless the 
two men through fear of detection and 
discovery had gone in a detour to deceive 
any followers. 


I asked the old woman if she supposed 
that the two men were going to ^ad- 
jeski*s mine, mentioning the Indian name 
of her chief, the Indian Lieutenant, Her 
eyes brightened when I mentioned his 
name, and she replied that she thought 
they were on their way there, but that 
no one now could ever find it. 
She, her- 
self, I found very obstinate, and after 
three days' persistent work I discovered 
from her only the scene of the murder. 
I also wished to obtain some points from 
her about Nadjeski, but nothing could 
induce her to break the Indian custom 
of not to converse about the dead. With 
two young San Carlos Indians whom I 
knew I went up the country to *'Jerked 
Beef Butte," and from thero to tho scene 
of Johnson's and Swift's mishap, telling 
the Indians it was for the purpose of 
gathering in some strajr cattle, 
Tho 
squaw's story was true; a short distance 
from the trail I ran upon the two skele- 
tons of the unfortunate men, and not far 
from them the bones of the mule which 
had furnished the supper. 
What clothes 
had been left on tho bodies I carefully 
searched for any papers and diagrams of 
the mine. 
I found absolutely nothing, 
and, in some degree disappointed, I 
sought a comfortable camp from which 
to prospect and to send tho Indians out 
for stray cattle. 


For three months I continued, search- 
ing every rocky ledge, the bottoms of ra- 
vines, tho shores of mountain streams, 
and everywhere within a radius of t^iirty 
' miles. Often at night when too far away 
' from the home camp to return I slept on 
a had made of the heavy pine grass, 


dreaming all night that the mine had 
been found and that its shafts and drifts 
were cut through the solid yellow metal.. 
A stray deer or an elk would soraetimer 
startle me, wake me from the dream, but 
only for a moment, when it would agaiii 
resume itself. 
Nearly a month and H 
half passed; sometimes discouraged, j 
would determine to relinquish it as 
wild-goose chase, when, with that d#a- 
peration of despair only seen at the card 
table, I would start out again in some- 
new direction. 
Toward the middle of 
the third mouth the Chiricahua Indian 
war broke out, and their cousins, tho- 
White Mountain tribes, began to roam» 
It was too much like 
courting death 
to remain longer. 
We went out of the 
mountains by way of Pleasant Valley, 
which we reached in the nick of time,, 
for in the skirmish around the house in 
the valley I lost one of my Indians and 
reached San Carlos with the other after- 
suffering many hardships and ouly ablo- 
to travel during tlie darkest nights, 


I never mentioned the story to my as- 
sociates, and my attempt, I oelieve was. 
the last made to discover the lost John- 
son claim. 
That tho mine exists there 
can be no doubt; neither can there be- 
any doubt of its immense value, but for 
this generation it has probably been con- 
ccalcd by some act of nature, such as a 
landslide, a fall of rock, or by some im- 
mense deposit of debris, which, carried 
down the mountain courses in cloud- 
bursts, has completely covered and hid- 
den this great 
treasure.— New 
York 
Times, 


Cut Off A Whole Shoulder. 


The surgeons of Mount Sinai Hospital 
have recently performed one of the rarest 
and most dangerous operations known. 
This was nothing less than the removal 
of the arm, shoulder-blade and collar- 
bone of a patient named Judah Halprin,. 
who was suffering from cancerous tumors. 


Several months ago Halprin had a small 
tumor excised from his left arm near the- 
shoulder. 
The tumor was a malignant- 
growth, and soon afterward tho lym- 
phatic system from the elbow to the shoul- 
der became involved. 
The surgeons ad- 
vised the amputation of the arm, but 
Halprin dreaded this operation. 
So he 
consulted a quack, who took his money 
and left him worse off than before. 


At length amputation could no longer 
be avoided, except by death. 
Halprin 
presented himself at the hospital and was 
told that the glands which lie in the arm- 
pit were so far infected that a complete- 
removal of the currounding structures 
would be necessary in order to preserve 
his life for a few years. 


The upper bone of the arm, called the 
humerus, articulates with the shoulder- 
blade and the collar-bone. These bonea 
and muscles attached form the shoulder^ 
Below the articulation lie numerous lym- 
phatic glands, besides the great blood 
vessels which here issue from the chest 
to supply the arm. 


It was necessary not only to remove three- 
large bones, but also to tie successfully 
the large subclavian artery. 
The patient, 
was put under ether and the necessary 
incisions made. The collar-bone was dis- 
articulated from the breast-bone, and the 
muscles binding the shoulder-blade to. 
the ribs were cut through. 


Finally, the cavity left by the removal 
of these bones was carefully sponged out 
with antiseptics, drainage tubes were in- 
serted, and the flaps of skin preserved for 
the purpose were sewed with silk. 


Since the operation the patient has- 
made a comparatively rapid recovery. 
Those in charge of the hospital say that 
he is likely to be soon discharged as well 
as he can hope to be.—Ntio Yorh Swn,.

SArCES FOR MEATS AXD JTSH. 


Nothing adds more to the daintiness 


of the various meats, fish aad game so 
plentiful during the winter thaa suitable 
sauces; indeed,writes Mrs. E. K. Parker, 
In the Courier-Journal, a knowed^e of 
this branch of cooking is one of the 
secrets of Preach cooks in always hav- 
ing their dinners successful. ""White 
sauce is the foundation of most of the 
light sauces made, and can be kept oa 
hands for the preparation ot other 
variety, as It will keep three or four 
weeks In cold weather.

On an averanfc, about 880 to $00 of 
iilver counterfeit coins arc stopped cach 
aionth on the counters of the Sub-Trcas- 
-ury iu dollars, half dollars and quarters, 
out of over $1,000,000 received monthly 
iu such coins; this sum, of course, is 
independent of dimes and coins of a 
smaller denomination. 
There are nine 
clerks in the coin rooms employed as ex- 
pert '»counters** of silver, iu addition to 
Mr. Winchell and his assistant, Francis 
H. Meyers, who together handle all the 
^old 
received—about 
$1,300,000 
a 
month. 


Among the lirst counterfeit gold coins 
•which ^Ir. Winchell remembers was a 
<*filled''double eagle of 1860. 
These 
•counterfeits-were made in the followino 
manner: The counterfeiters commenced 
at the *»reedin!?," or small raised lines on 
the edges of the coins," and cut the 
* »faces'' or <*heads" of the coins out of 
the rest of the coins, leaving a sort of 
shell. 
The gold at the back 
of the 
»face" was then abstracted and the in- 
side of the shell was filled in with plat- 
inum. 
To these fillings the faces Avere 
then affixed and the coins were rereeded, 
touched up, and were then ready to be 
passed upon the unsuspecting. 
This 
•work was so neatly done that there was 
only four to five grains diilcreuce between 
the counterfeit and the genuine double 
^•eagle, and only about one grain dilTer- 
•ence in the genuine as compared with 
the bogus half eaoflcs. In all these coun- 
terfeits the '*ring'' or sound given forth 
upon being thrown down upon a hard 
iSubstance was perfect. 


Anothar of the early counterfeits was 
a two-and-a-half dollar gold coin made 
•out of a mixture of gold, silver and coj^- 
per. 
It was worth about $1.50, and was

''features" are sharp and clear, and the 
counterlcit may safely be classed as one 
of the most dangerous ever circulated. 
It is impossible to estimate how many 
are now in circulation, for they have 
been coming and arc still comiuGf in. 
If 
weighed with, say, §250 of genuine dol- 
lars it is very diflicult to detect them, as 
the entire weight would only be from 
four to eight grains short. 


half dollars circulate in 
about the same proportion as counterfeit 
doUars, but there arc no counterfeit half 
dollars made out of the dangerous com- 
position known as the ^'glass and anti- 
mony^' mixture. Counterfeit lialf dollars 
are generally struck from dies or made in 
molds, the metals used in their luanufac- 
ture being, as a rule, type metal, anti- 
mony and lead.

«'Sup- 
pose these farmers were taking milk to 
the same butter factory, each cow averag- 
ing 3000 pounds per season, or 30,000 
pounds of milk for ten cows. 
By 
the 
present method of paying for milk at 
factories, each man receives an 
equal 
amount. 
By paying for milk according 
to the fat, A's milk would produce 2353 
pouuds of butter, which at twenty cents 
per pound would amount to $470.60, 
and B's milk 931 pounds of butter, at 
twenty cents per pound, $185.2J. 
But 
instead of this each receives $328.40, or 
A gives B $143,20. 
These are the ex- 
tremes, but such cases are found at every 
creamery.—Boston 
Gultivator. 


THIN OUT Fon WrXTKR, 


IToarly every farmer aud breeder has 
more young stock than will bo kept over, 
and while tho flocks arc full is tho best 
tunc for selecting those intended for next 
season. The pullets that will bo tho best 
layers are those that have boon hatched 
early. 
They should be well feathered iu 
appcarance, bright, active aud full of life. 
Such pullets should be kept 
growing 
from now to the approach of frost, iu or^ 
der to advance them on the path to ma- 
turity as rapidly a& possible. They should 
rcceivG no check, aud should be well 
housed and fed. 
Tho reason why it is so 
important to push them is bccauso if 
they begin to lay during the latter part 
of the fall, before the winter sets in, they 
will keep on laying aud begin to set early 
in the spring, iu time for hatching out 
the early broods. 
Should they not begin 
to la}^ however, betöre the winter begins, 
they will not lay at all until spring, but 
will begin early. The cold weather seems 
to have a curious eilect iu that respect, 
for young chicks stop growing, hens 
will not begin to lay, and cvca the 
cocks are indolent and selfish. 


Nor is ic any less important to i)ush 
the cockerel. 
If the eggs arc intended 
for hatching, a forward, well-matured 
cockcrel will be much more valuable and 
serviceable than one that has been slow 
in growth 
and net fully developed. 
When the small breeds have been used, 
they will be found approaching maturity 
much sooner than the large breeds, but 
do not make as good wiuter layers as do 
those breeds that possess 
heavy, fluff 
feathers, nor is the tall comb of any ad- 
vantage to them when the frost is keen 
aud the wiuds sharp. 
Liberal feeding, 
however, will assist maturity to bridge 
over some of the difficulties, and it pays 
at that, as the eggs collected in winter 
arc always worth much more than those 
of a later period. 
Thin out all the in- 
ferior stock, select the strongest, earli- 
est and most active pullets, and pick out 
a cockerel full of vigor and strength.— 
Farm and 
Fireside.

Catsups avo much luoro 
wholcsoma 
than picklcs, besides bciunr of more gen- 
eral ^ uso iu cooking. 
Soups, sauces, 
gravies aud mauy other dishos aro greatly 
improved by tho addition of 
dillercnt 
catsups as flavoring, while lish, steaks, 
chops aud cold meats aro all rendercil 
more acceptablc by being served with 
suitable catsups. 


The vegetables used for catsups should 
be fresh and pcrfect, but may bo used 
when more thoroughly ripo than for 
picklcs; if vinegar is added, it must bo 
the best cider vinegar, or tne catsup will 
not be dclicatc iu 
flavor. 
Care must be 
taken in selecting the spices, as nothing 
adds more to tho perfection of catsups 
than a proper mingling of 
flavoring. 
Ground spices, particularly cinnamon and 
mace, are so often adulterated aud im- 
pure that it is best to prepare them at 
home, or uso tho extracts put up by some 
reliable firm. 


It is best to boil catsups in a porcelain- 
lined kettle, as it is very difficult to pre- 
vent an unpleasant taste being imparted 
when made in a brass kettle. 
Catsups 
keep best in glass bottles, well sealed.— 
Housewife,

**Sweating" gold coins was 
another 
.pastime of the old-time 
counterfeiters. 
'They ^yould take a twenty-dollar gold 
piece, dip it in acid, and draw about $1 
•or a $1.50 worth of gold from it while 
leaving the "sweated" coin in apparently 
good condition and still possessed of good 
ringing power. 
This '»sweating process 
was conducted on about the same basis 
-as that on which the present system of 
gold plating is managed. 
So extensively 
was this process used, that, upon one oc- 
^casion, about five years ago, the 
Sub- 
Treasury received the sum of $60,000 in 
gold from a prominent bank In this city 
to find in one bag of $5000 about $500 
-of »^sweated" gold. The bank, of course, 
had to stand tho loss.. 
As a rule such 
•coins aro stamped with the letter '»L," 
^'Light,"at tho Sub-Treasury, and are 
sent back to tho banks, which turn them 
into the Assay Oflice, from which 
they 
receive their value as bullion. 


While uf on the subjcct of gold coins, 
it may be added that gold dollars, while 
they were in active circulation, were ex- 
tensively counterfeited. 
These counter- 
feits were made of a metal composition; 
they were too small to fill. 


The old silver dollar of 1794 was 
•counterfeited 
on a largo scale. 
The 
•counterfeit coins were, as a rule, made out 
Ocrman silver and brass; the present sil- 
ver dollar is also counterfeited toagriat 
extent, for, as previously stated, at tho 
Sub-Treasury alone, thoy '*stop*' from 
$bO to $90 of these counterfeits every 
month. 
As this amount has previously 
been "strained" at the banks, etc., and 
it really only represents the amount 
which has escaped the vigilance of tJie 
<ixpcrt 
counterfeit 
coin detect ers of 
those institutions, it may be imagined 
that the actual amount of counterfeit

silver in circulation is very large. 


As a rule, counterfeit silver dollars oi 
the present day aro made out of a mix- 
ture of pewter, type metal, 
antimony 
^nd lead. 
They weigh ^bout 100 grains 
light; tho correct weight of a silver dol- 
3»r is 402^ grains. 
Some of the more 
•dangerous of counterfeit dollars 
from 378 to 4U5 grains. 
Only once in

WIKTEKING GEKANIUMS IN A CELLAH. 
To keep geraniums well during winter, 
hung up in the cellar, requires some ex- 
perience, aud, according to as good au- 
thority as Vick, something depends on 
the temperature and humidity of the air, 
also whether the plants are near the top 
or bottom of the cellar space. 
Only 
actual trial would prove the right place 
and the capabilities of cach cellar. 
The 
safer way is no doubt to take up the 
plants with some soil and set them iu 
boxes of soil. 
Some water can be given 
to settle the soil about the roots, aud 
then the plants be allowed 
to 
stand 
without further attention for several days 
or a week to dry off. 
Let the leaves be- 
come yellow. 
Then shorten in 
the 
branches, taking oil at least two-thirds 
of their length, and then set them away 
iu the cellar and supply no water during 
the winter, unless the soil appear to be 
getting dust dry, aud in that case give 
only enough to moibten it a little. 
A 
place only moderately light is best. 
The 
plants should not be allowed to be frosted 
before lifting, but if any parts become 
frozen they must be cut oil. 
The plants 
will need no soaking before planting or 
potting ^ the spring,—Brooklyn 
Citizen, 


BOPT-COAL SOOT VALUABLE FOR PARMEUS 


Soot of soft coal is a valuable fertilizer 
md an effective remedy against many in- 
ect p^sts. A large quantity of it is made 
very year from the 75,000,000 or lOO,- 
00,000 tons of soft coal which is burned 
early. It contains a very bitter substance 
hich repels insects, and has some valu- 
)IG fertilizing properties. 
An analysis 
t it shows it to consist of twenty per 
Jilt, of nitrogenous suostance, which 
ffords fifteen per cent, of ammonia, 
ome phosphate of lime, fifteen per cent, 
-f carbonate of lime, a little sulphate of 
ime, chlcride and acetate of potash, and 
some 
magnesia. 
All these substances 
arc soluble in water and arc useful as 
food for plants. 
But its ammonia is the 
most valuable for this use, and, as it 
amounts to more than 300 pounds in tho 
ton of it, it mak^s the soot worth at 
least $45 per ton. 
Its value as an insect- 
lide is worth quite as much money. When

SAUCES FOR MEATS AND riSTT. 


Nothing adds more to the daiutines» 
of the various meats, fish and game so 
plentiful during the winter than suitable 
sauces; indeed,writes Mrs. E. R. Parker, 
in the Courier-Journal, 
a knowedge of 
this branch of cooking is one of the 
secrets of French cooks in always hav- 
ing their dinners successful. 
"White 
sauce is the foundation of most of the 
light sauces made, and can be kept on 
hands for tho preparation 
of 
other 
variety, as it will keep three or four 
weeks in cold weather. 
To make this 
sauce, put two ounces of butter in a 
sauccpau with two ounces of sifted flour, 
stir over the fire until well mixed, let 
cook five minutes, add a pint of clear 
white soup stock, well heated, pour over 
the thickening very slowly^ mixing well 
to prevent getting too thick in the begin- 
ning. 
Let simmer until very thick and 
smooth, then add a teacup of rich cream, 
and stir well. 
If to be kept, this sauce 
uhould be put in a jar, wellcovercd, aud 
set in a cool place. 


Allemonde Sauce—Take a teacup of 
white sauce, add to it a half a pint of 
mushroom gravy and a dozen chopped 
mushrooms, put in a saucepan and set on 
the fire to simmer for five minutes. 
Put 
the saucepan into a kettle of boiling 
water, beat the yolks of three eggs, and 
mix gradually with the sauce, which 
must be stirred until the eggs begin to 
thicken, when remove from the boiling 
water and stir until cool. 
Season wita 
salt aud popper, strain, and serve with 
boiled meats and fish. 


Bechamel Sauce—Make cxactly like 
white sauce, but much thinner. 


Villcric Saucc—Take a teacup of wliite 
sauce, chop half a dozen mushrooms and 
mix three tablespoonsful of their liquor 
in the sauce with half a tablespoonful of 
powdered thyme aud sweet marjoram and 
a sprig of parsley and ai)iece of bay leaf, 
let simmer ten minutes, strain, return to 
the fire, add a spoonful of soup stock,, 
thicken with beaten yolk of three eggs. 
Serve with fish. 


Supreme Sauce—Take a pint of thick 
white sauce and a pint of strong chicken 
broth, mix together, let boil, add a small 
teacup of thick cream and a little salt, 
chop four stalks of parsley and put 
in 
with six pepper corns, 
let boil; when 
ready to serveadd ateaspoonful of lemon 
juice. 


Laubise Sauce-Boil three large onions 
in new milk until tender, press free of 
milk, chop fine, sprinkle with 
a little 
salt and pepper, put with a tablespoonful 
of butver in Iialf a pint of white sauce, 
boil, thicken with the beaten yelk of an 
ess- 


Caper Sauce—Put half a pint of white 
sauce in a small saucepan, let heat, 
put 
in a dessert spoonful of chopped capus, 
take from the fire and add a teaspoonful 
of strong vinegar. 
Serve with boiled 
mutton or boiled fish. 


Oyster Sauce—Take a dozen and a half 
large oysters, put in a saucepan and let 
heat, strain the liquor on half a pint of 
white sauce, a t d a teacup of cream, let 
boil. 
Served with boiled fowl or fish. 


Hollandaise Sauce—Make half a pint 
of drawn butter by melting a tablespoon- 
ful of butter with a tablespoonful of 
flour, in which stir half a pint of boiling 
water and half a teaspoonful of salt, set 
the saucepan in a kettle of boiling water, 
add an ounce of butter aud stir well, re- 
move the saucepan from the firo and add 
the beaten yelks of five eggs, gradually 
get on the fire and stir until they begin to 
thicken, take oil, squeeze in the juice of 
two lemong, add a sprinkle of cayenne 
pepper. 
This sauce should be thick and 
yellow, with a dccided acid taste. 
Serva 
with fish, cold meat« aud ganae.

The Commissioner says that for the 
reason that there exists a pressing de- 
mand for an increased allowance of 
weight in the making oi cigarettes, etc., 
and for the further good and samcient 
reason that any advantages so granted j 
will inure to the general benefit of this 
country, in the face that it assists a 
domestic production, and is opposed 
only by a foreign importation, viz: 
paper, he recommends that section 
3394, Revised Statutes, be amended 
so as to provide tax as follows: On ci- 
gars, cheroots and cigarettes of all de- 
scriptions, made of tobacco, or any 
substitute therefor, weighing not more 
than five pounds per zooo en cigars, 
cheroots and cigarettes of all descrip- 
tions, weighing not less than five 
pounds nor more than fifteen pounds 
1,000, §3 per i.ooo, and upon each 
additio nal five pounds or part thereof, 
a further tax of Sr per i,coo. The 
Commissioner also recommends that 
upon sample boxes, containing either 
twelve or thirteen cigars each, the tax 
be four cents on every box. 
The com- 


missioner says it is an exceedingly dii- 
ficult matter for a manufacturer to pro- 
duce an all-tobacco (wrapper and fill- 
er) 
cigarette on the three-quarter 


.pound limitation, hence the output of

The Commissioner says that, owing to 
the active competition of business cir- 
cles, the necessity for rapid movement 
on the part of maimfacturers, and the 
present advantage ot machinery, etc., 
he recommends that section 3993, re- 
lating to labels and notices on cigars, 
be amended by the addition thereto of 
ft provision giving, the manufacturers 
the option of branding or printing, as 
as well as of pasting the caution label 
required by law on all boxes of cigars. 
The Commissioner says that for the 
reason thai there exists a pressing d e - 
mand for an increased allowance of 
weight in the making of cigarettes, etc., 
and for the further good and sufficient 
reason that any advantages so granted 
mil inure to the general benefit of this 
country, in the fact that it assists a 
domestic production, and is opposed 
only by a foreign importation, viz; 
paper, he recommends that section 


3394, Revised Statutes, be amended 
so as to provide tax as follows: On ci- 
gars, cheroots and cigarettes of all de- 
scriptions, made of tobacco, or any 
substitute therefor, weighing not more

THAN THE INCAS. 


Bomo"Wonderful Ttninsofan Ancirnt 
Ilaco — A Matrnificcufc 'I'cniplo of 
Iho Sun AVorsliipors. 


Tho traveler sbonld not bid good-byo 
to Bolivia, writes Fannie J3. Ward, in 
the Washinefton Star^ -without having 
paid some attention to an aneieat town 
near the northeastern edpfo of Lake Titi- 
caea, which Professor Sqnier has dubbed 
''the Baalbecof America." 
It is named 
Tiahuanaco (pronounccd Tcc-ah-uha*nah- 
CO), and is believed by some scientists 
to be the oldest collection of ruins on tho 
hemisphere. 
At any rate it proves thft 
cxistcnce of a race so far antedating tho 
iimeof tho incas that all knowledge of 
it was lost before tho Spaniards came; 
for when the latter questioned tho In- 
dians of those days about the oriirin of 
these mighty monuments they were told 
that before ever the sun appeared in tho 
heavens a race of giants inhabited the 
earth for thousands of years; that they 
grew so numerous the gods became jeal- 
ous and turned them all to stone; and 
what appear to be the remains of huge 
buildings are, in reality, some of the pet- 
rified giants themselves. 
The principal 
ruins lie on a level plain withm walking 
distance from tho village and cover an 
area of about three miles. 
There ure 
several artificial mounds made of earth 
and stones, numerous edifices and there- 
mains of massive walls that probably 
served as forts or inelosures. 
The high- 
est of the mounds was once tcrraced, 
each terrace supported by a wall of 'cut 
stone, and is completely covered and sur- 
rounded by ruins, with an 
enormous 
structure on toj), which modern visitorg 
have named *'Thc Fortress." 


iiot far from this hill is the finest edi- 
fice of all, so far as decoration is con- 
cerned, now known as '«The Temple." 
It is 445 feet long, 388 feet wide, made 
of cut and polished blocks of dark basalt, 
eadi thirty inches thick. 
These stoncf? 
arc sunk into the earth like gate posts, 
nobody knows to what depth, the parts 
above varying in height from nine to 
fourteen feet. 
Those ancient architects, 
whoever they may have been, seem to 
have not understood the use of mortar, 
or maybe they did not need it, being able 
to build so well without. 
Like King 
Solomon's temple, the stones were all 
made to fic exactly into one another, 
having round holes drilled into tho top 
and bottom of each at corresponding dis- 
tances, into which bronze pins were 
placed. 
Scattered all about are many 
highly polished blocks which 
appear 
never to have been placed in position, 
indicating that tho builders were dis- 
turbed in their work and left it incom- 
plete. 


Among the most most beautiful sculp- 
tured and curious rehcs is an enormous 
block of sandstone, one single slab, thir- 
teen feet five inches long, eighteen inches 
thick and standing a little over seven 
feet above the ground, which, though 
badly cracked (the natives say by light- 
ning), is still upright. 
It must be sunk 
deeply into the earth, to have stood so 
lon^ without external support, and was 
doubtless meant for a doorway, as it has 
^ ccntral cutting four feet six inches 
high by two feet nine inches wide. 
Across the upper face above this door- 
way figures in low relief are carved, 
which closely resemble tho sculpture of 
Egypt, and scientists say that a finer 
piece of cutting in the same kind of 
stone, by artisans, ancient or modern, 
cannot bo found auywhero in the world. 


Within the temple inclosure is a hori- 
zontal slab, about fourteen feet square, 
with^ a deep hollow in the middle, cut 
out like a square trough, which is sup- 
posed to have sorvpd in some of the 
ceremonies of sun worship. 
The great 
temple is composed of huge blocks of 
red sand stone, each fourteen feet long 
aud of corresponding width and thick" 
ncss, all precisely alike, cut and laid 
with nicest care. 
This is the more re- 
markable, as those early people must 
have been entirely unacquainted with 
iron and steel, and could have had no 
mechanical apparatus for carrying or 
working heavy bodies, every bit ot the 
labor having to be accomplished by hu- 
man strength. 
Neither could they have 
had any knowledge of gun powder or 
other explosives, but that they were fa- 
miliar with the use ot bronze is prove by 
the pins above mentioned and a few 
weapons that have come to light. 
From 
some clifl;sof red sand stone, more than 
fifteen miles uway, every one of these

^Should the Germans bo badly beaten 
France would seize Holland, Belgium, 
Luxemburg, Rhenish Prussia and Alsace- 
iLorraino and realize Napoleon's dream 
of making tho Rhine the frontier be- 
tween tho two countries. 
France had a 
¡portion of Rhenish Prussia before and 
Marshal Ney and other famous soldiers 
were born in that section. 


Germany undoubtedly intends to annex 
'Holland at the first favorable opportunity, 
but she also wants the Baltic provinces of 
Russia, which are German in race and 
language, and the German portion of 
Austria. 
But none of tho schemes for 
the separation of Europe can be carried 
out without war and the wisest man in 
Europe cannot predict what the result of 
the next great war maybe. 
The con- 
dition of affairs produced by the death 
of the King of Holland removes one of 
the obstacles which stood in tho way of 
German ambition and it may be safely 
assumed that plans are now being pre- 
pared for decisive action when the rij^ht 
moment arrives.
